ing statement: 
Statement for Hardwick. 

“What I found was this: Hard- 
wick came to Cartersville with a 
lead of twenty-five votes in the 
country precincts of Bartow coun- 
ty. The Cartersville precinct clos- 
ed at 7 o’clock and the managers 


| began to count the ballots. 


“About 10:30 o’clock one ,of the 
managers, a man 80 years old, said 
he was too tired to count any lon- 
ger. He took out the uncounted 
ballots, put them in his pocket and 
left. But instead of going home 
to bed he went to the office of a 
lawyer, who was a very active op- 
ponent of Hardwick, and went into 
conference with a brother-in-law of 
Clifford Walker.

tervals until the $30,000 fund with 
which the enterprise is to be con- 
ducted ‘is invested accordingly to 
quotas fixed for each county.

Governor Dorsey sketched briefly 
and effectively the marvelous re- 
sources of Georgia, the talking 
points around which to build the 
projected advertising campaign. He 


took up-in seathing terms the in- 
justice to the state of the principal 
advertising Georgia has received in 
the past, her lynchings and alleged 
lawlessness. “We've had enough of 
bad advertising,” he declared, “it

Fred E. Hamil, executive 
tary of the enterprise, explained the 


mechanics of the enterprise. The eu- 
terprise was planned and fostered 
jointly by the Advertising Clubs of 
Savannah, Macon and Atlanta, and 
the Georgia association, formed. by 
a consolidation of the old Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce and Georgia 
Landowners’ association. The funds 
with whicb to finanee a systematic 
advertising campaign over a period 
of three years will be raised by 
popular investment.

Senator Heflin Speaks. 


Senator Heflin’s speech was one 
of his best. As the .great champion 
in the south of cotton, his allusion 
to the local bonded warehouses and 
the aid it is to the farmer, wes 
most timely, and his story of the 
evolution of the cotton industry in 
the south since the days of “panics” 
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brought the house down. He pic- 
tured the appearance of the boll 
weevil and the peculiar benefits it 
had brought by forcing planters to 
the new rule of diversification, ex- 
laining the legislation which came 
about the same time, permitting 
farmers to borrow.money on bond- 
ed warehouse receipts, and telling 
of the fight waged in congress by 
the democrats for the -establish- 
ment of the federal reserve bank- 
ing system to do away with the old 
control of all money by a few Wall 
street financiers. 

He told how all of these agencies 
had made it possible for the farmer 
to fix the price of his products, ard 
warned the people that the repub- 
licans had fought the measures 
which hed thus freed the farmers 
from the bondage of continual 
bankruptcy, and declared that the 
republicans are now making a last 
Stand to regain the power neces- 
sary to destroy these democrrtic 
institutions. 

Senator Heflin told the cotton 
farmers that their continued pros- 
perity opened on the election of a 
democratic president and a demo- 
cratic national assembly. He next 
took up the subject of the league of 
nations, explaining away the many 
bugbears thrown up by Mr. Wil- 
son's enemies an the enemies of the 
democracy, showing that, so far 
from there being harm in the 
league principle, it is so construct- 
ed as to be automatically foolproof, 
and is the only hope of the world 
for doing away with the old prac- 
tice of secret treaties and the mur- 
derous rule permitting nations to 
wage war witout responsibility.

Johnson, former world’s heavy- 
weight champion, was sentenced to 
one year and a day in Leavenworth 
penitentiary and fined $1,000 today 
py Federal Judge George A. Carpen- 
ter, for violation of the Mann act. 

The sentence reaffirmed that pass- 
ed on Johnson in 1913 when he was 
convicted of transperting a gir! from 
Pittsburg to Chicago for immoral 
purposes. 

Johnson later fled to Europe, for- 
feiting his $30,000 bond, and from 
then until a few v 
he surrendered on the Lower Cali- 
fornia border, he was a fugitive 
from justice. 

Johnsen’s first wife committed 
suicide in 1913 and he thereupon 
married Lucile Cameron, the prin- 
cipal witness fo rthe state. 

Since his return to Illinois, John- 
son has been boxing daily in his 
jail cell, in anticipation that he 
might be released and permitted to 
take up fighting again.

Senator Tells Californians 
Nation Will Stand Be- 
hind Them in Difficul- 
ties About Immigration. 


Marion, Ohio, September 14.—5So- 
lution of the Pacific coats race 
problem was deciared by Senator 
Harding, in a speech here today, to 
be imperative if the nation’s future 
security and tranquillity are to-.be 
insured. 

Speaking to a party of Califor- 
nians, the republican nominee said 
the federal government could not 
afford to be unmindful of. the situ- 
ation raised by Oriental immigra- 
tion, but must give its support to 
the far western states “in necessary 
measures, consistent with our na- 
tional honor, to relieve them of 
their difficulties.” 

Without raising the question of 
racial inequality, he asserted, pro- 
vision could be madé to exclude 
aliens of any race who had shown 
themselves incapable of American- 
ization. He added that the right to 
take such steps was assured both 
by moral Jaw and by international 
usage. 

The Oriental Question. 

Senator Harding said: 

“In. spite of the honor of these 
Oriental peoples and in spite of 
their contributions to the world’s 
advancement, it is conceivab’e that 
they may be so different in racial 
characteristics or in manner of life 
or practice from other peoples of 
equal: honor and achievement, that 
no matter whether st ve on th. soil 
of one or upon the soil of the other, 
these differences, without raising 
any question of inferiority, supe- 
riority: or inequality, may create, 
as I believe they have created, upon 
our Pacific coast. without blame to 


either side, a friction that must be 
recognized. The nation owes it to 
the Pacific coast to recognize that 
fact. The nation owes it to the Pa- 
cific coast states to s‘*°nd behind 
them, in recéssary measures con- 
sistent with our national honor, | to 
relieve them of their difficulties. 

In the speech, which was also 
heard by a delegation from Belmont 
county, Ohio, the senator replied to 
democratic charges of a republican 
“senate oligarchy,” asserting that 
no one complained abot the exer- 
cise of congressional power except 
those who want to perpetuate “au- 
tocratic, personal government.” 

e also touched on the tariff 
question, declaring it was possible 
that a long list of agricultural 
products might be found requiring 
a protective tariff levy when the 
problem was brought up for study 
and action by a republican adminis- 
tration.

Washington, September 14.—La- 
bor leaders asking general amnesty 
for political prisoners were told to- 
day by Attofney General Palmer 
that the government would continue 
its policy of “considering the cases 


individually.” 

Replying to the appeals of Pres- 
ident Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, and former 
Representative London, of New 
York, socialist, Mr. Palmer recited 
the cases acted upon since the ces- 
sation of hostilities and predicted 
that “at the end of three months 
less than 160 of the persons con- 
victed purely of violation of the es- 
pionage act would be left in jail.’ 

Mr. Palmer told the delegation 
which presented the resolution 
adopted by the American Federation 
of Labor convention at Montreal in 
‘June that he would inform the 
president what they had said, but 
further than that he could do noth- 
ing. The delegation was told that 
thus far 180 cases “both large and 
small and of varied importance have 
been acted on by the department 
and have received favorable consid- 
eration since the armistice.” 

Some of these, he said, resulted in 
paroles, some in pardons and some 
in commutation of sentencse. He 
added emphatically that he could 
see no other course to be taken in 
the face of problems with which the 
government had to deal.
